KHOXTILLE, Tenn., Aug. M.'jAt 7 
•'eloolt last niKht a special train MarinR 
the two volmitfcrs wlio wore killed in 
the battle nt ( 'oal Crefk yesterday morn- 
ing, three men who were wounded, and 
125 Tolonteers who went to ^the front 
Tlitizaday night, roUad into depot. 
Tbree thooMmd paopla w«r« g«tbered 
about the station and tha asdtaBiant 
wae higher than ■! aa3rtiaMAM|athe 

trouble be^an. 

"When the train stopped the men, who 
bore every indication of actual service 
on the field of battle, pouretl out of the 
coacheB and formed in a line, through 
•which their two dead comrades were 
CArried in military style. The company 
formed with arms reversed and marched 
l)ehind the remains of the dead volun- 
teerR to the court houHf. Not until the 
arrival of this train was it possible to 
get a correct statement of the oattle and 
the exciting incidents leading up to it. 
Five men were killed in all. 

The dead militiamen are: 

.Tohn T. Walterall, of this dtjr, rail- 
way clerk, a^t d twenty-two. 

Bruce (Tivens. fiirmar, ot Knoz coun- 
ty, aged thirty-nine. 

Militiaman of the Scci.nd regiment, 
name unknown, supjwsed to be from 
Chatlan(K)ga. 

The wounded on the side of tlif mili- 
tary are: 

Thomoe L. Carty, lawyer of thiB city, 
shot through the left grcin. W» injaries 

may prove fatal. 

Samuel G. Heiskel, prominent lawyer 
and Democratic i^>liticiun, slightly in- 
jured. 

John Milton, a laborer, slightly 
wounded. 

Two miners were killed. They are: 

George Miller, of Coal Creek. 

George Meil, of Oneida, Tenn. 

John Wilson, a miner of Coal CYeek, 
was sUghtly wounded in the heel. 

J. M. (iant, a business man of this 
dty, and on« of the volunteen, was 
liadly lajorsd bj ftdUng ovar a kdge of 
rocks. 

The battle conmwaaad at 6:80 yester- 
day morning and lasted nearly half an 
boor. Four of Colonel Woolford's sol- 
diers wno were idong with the Knox- 
▼llle boys were captured. They were 
soon retaken. The volunteers and 100 
soldiers of the .second regiment 
reached OfFuts, a small village this Bide 
of Coal Creek, about 11 o'clock Thurs- 
day night. After thoroughly discuM- 
ing the situation and conferring by wire 
with Brigadier Gtoneral Camas, it was 
decided to go at onoa to Um relief of 
Fort Anderson. 

Major D. A. Carpentnr, who soldiered 
In that vicinity during the war and who 
is tiioroughiy acquainted with the 
topography of the country, took com- 
mand of the men. They left Offuts 
about 2 o'clock and went across Wal- 
dan's ridge by a circuitous route so as to 
reach Fort Anderson from a pomt farth- 
est removed from tlui village of Coal 
Creek. The night was dark as pitch and 
the lonliness of the road was depressing. 
The sides of Walden's ridge are very 
steep and are covered with huge 
bowlders and ledges of sandstone. Over 
these obstructions the brave fellows, 
many of whom had never been in the 
mountains before, climbed and then 
descended. Their «?lothing was .torn 
and their hands and face! irare aeratehed 
by the branches. 

Jv0t after they stwtpd down the 
mountain on the north IMa toward Fort 
Andersen, tha man iiwV'dlTided into 
three stiuads, under command of Caji- 
tain W. L. Ledgerwood, (General D. D. 
Anderson and Colonel S. L. Woolford, 
respectively. Soon afterward three 
men, all uniformed and olaiming to be 
friendly to the soldtars qmaated and 
offered to pilot the regiknsnt down the 
mountain. Wittiout •assMon the 
troops followed them into a well-planned 
ambnacada. Ledgerwood's man were 
in front At a pdnt within a quarter 
of amlla of Fort Anderson the flrir< 
commanoad from behind the great 
ledgea of sandstona on • qmr of the 

The stars andsmpoa at Fort Anderson 
ware in full view, and the men were 
feeling relieved at the near approach of 
fortlflcatlons ^ and :!ware joking with 
each otIttr, wlMn bnllets began whist- 
ling about thair aara. Ledgerwood's 
men had paaaed the ambuscade before 
firing commanoad and tiiay raoeiTed a 
▼ollay of bullets in the back. Carty, 
Wanball, Uivens and Heiakel were all 
in this party. The other oomnaniee 
faced about at onoe and opened fire on 
the ambuscade. As the Bring became 

general men seemed to rise up from be- 
ind every stump and stone in sight. 
They were all well armed and greatly 
outnumbered the military. 

Major Cari>enter, seeing that the odds 
were Rretitly against him, ordered all 
three ( (nupanies to ratraat, and the long 
march over the mountain to Offuts was 
commeiK^etl again. The dead and 
wounded of both sides were left on the 
field of battle. The miners, after cap- 
turing four of Wolford'tf men, started 
on a retreat themselves. Seeing that 
Cari)enter was going rapidly in the op- 
posite direction the four soldiers were 
released and tUowad to return to their 
regiment. 

The regiment reached Oflfuta on their 
retreat about 10 o'clock, thoroughly ex- 
hausted. They had eaten nothing since 
coon of the previous day and were hungry 
as wolves. They ootitied General Carnes 
that they were at his service if needed, 
and many plucky young fellows, thor- 
QMhly stirred up uv^r .tlie loss thrse 



of their comradSJi. wanted to go to Coal 
Creek anyway. General (.'ames wired 
them that he could manage Coal Creek 
with his regiment, and they Btarte<l 
around the country, amonp^ farm houses, 
and ate their first meal m twenty-four 
hours. A s<iuad of picked men returned to 
the battlefield and brought the dead and 
wounded into Coal Creek under a flag of 
truce. 

The miners were the first to retreat 
when the firing commenced in earnest. 
Large nnml>erH of them rushed down 
the valley into tlie village and right in 
the handu «f Cieneral Carnes. The third 
man reported killed is causing some talk. 
Many of the soldiers say they are sure 
three men fell and General Carnes re- 
ports it officially. A soldier who walke<l 
nearly all the way from Coal Creek says 
a man in citizens clothes who was on 
the edge of a pradpioe near him when 

the firing commenced, >fas struck by a 
bullet and fell some twenty feet below. 
He is sure the man was killed. 

Walthall, one of the men killed, went 
to the front of the column without a 
gun. 

A coroner's inauest waa held over the 
bodies of Waltnall and Qivens as soon 
as they arrived here. The jury decided 
that the.deceased oama to fneir death at 
tha banda of partiaa aogand in a law- 
ItM attamiil to take Fort Aadavaon. 

CAPTAIN ANDERSON RELEASED. 
0«a«pal Oanies R«atorM BIm to Hi. 

Knoxvillb, Tenn., Aug. 20,— Gen- 
«r^Oaraia iftmoMrch of all bf snrveys 
fet Oid CPeek."^ Re occupies «tetadow 

midway between the village and Fort 
Anderson. Passengers on the last train, 
w)ii( h left tlicre at "i o'clock, say that he 
had taken about one hundred of the in- 
surgents prisoners and is guarding them 
near his camp. The garrison at Fort 
Anderson has l)een increii8e<l to Jini men 
and one Imndred picked men are guard- 
ing the ilejiot and railroa<l property. 

Soon after liis arrival yesterday morn- 
ing lie demanded the releiuse of Captain 
Anderson, and gave the miners until 1 
o'clock to produce him. One oilitk 
came, 2 and 3 o'clock jiassed by, and the 
miners had not turned over the captive. 
He then ordored his men to arrest all 
suspicions looking men. They went 
around the village and arrested men 
nromiscuously until one hundred men 
had been taken into camp. He ad- 
dressed them as follows: "You j)rom- 
ised to release ('aptain Anderson at 1 
o'clock. Vou have broken faith with 
me. You shall produce him in one hour 
or 1 will pro<.'ee<l to bum every house in 
town and will shoot every one of you 
down." 

In less than an hour, a committee sent 
out for the purpose, marche<l into 
camp and surrendere<l the prisoner. 
He immediately resumed command at 
Fort Anderson. He had been concealed 
in a little farm house on tha ^Otakirts 
bf the village. 

One of the men arrested yesterday 
afternoon by (General Games was the 
negro miner who boasted that he kilh 1 
Bruce Givetfs in the battle in the morn- 
ing. He will probably be held on a 
charge of murder in the first degree. 

General Carnes also has Bud Lindsay, 
the leader of the miners, under arrest at 
Coal Creek. He is a <leputy Uniteil 
States marshal and a thorougbfy desper- 
ate character. He has killed several 
men. It was he who proposed hanging 
Captain Anderson Tliursday, and was 
only prevented by his brother who is a 
good citiaan and poatmaater at Coal 
Creek. 



BUFFALO TROUBLE OVER. 



Freight lleiUK .Hovvd Ity N'oii-UnloM 
Men. 

Buffalo, Aug. 20.— Important news 
developed here yesterday afternoon. It 
is that Kni^hta of Labor from eastern 
placeaara here to take the poaitlont) 

made vacant by the strike of the non- 
union switchmen, and that the old 
hands who struck Monilay night are 
falling over e;i< h otlier in their endeavors 
to Im- t),ick in the employ of tiie Now 
York ( 'eiitrid road. Another interesting 
thing is, that In-fore Monday moniing, 
most idl of the iion-tinion switchinoi 
who strtick will \>e back at work. 

Not a Central freight train at Buffalo 
has been sent out at night sim-e Mon- 
day, and for the first time this week 
they went east laat night Under the pro- 

te iion of troops. 

Yesterday afternoon a committee of 
several striking non-union switchmen 
waited on Assistant Suiwrintejulent 
Gould and asked if they could go back 
to Wijrk. They were led by .John 
Welch. "We have come to our senses, " 
said Welch. "We are ready to go back 
to work because we Wlieve now that 
there are enough troops here to protect 
us. The reason we stmck was because 
we thouffht we would get killed if we 
remained at work. We were threatened 
by the strikers from other roads. The 
men approached us and threafene<l to 
take our lives if we remaine<l at work." 

The switchmen \vill probably be put 
to work. A'l was (juiet at Hiack Kock 
yesterday. The Central an<l Krie yards 
presented a jjeaceful apiM-arance. The 
Erie wae doing nothing. At »:3() in tlie 
morning the Michigan ('ontral brought 
over forty-four carloads of live stock to 
the Central. Two engines took the 
cars out to East Buffalo. No soldiers 
accompanied the train and it got 
through all right. Engines moved to 
and fro, but no otliar frsi^^to ware 
move<l out. 

It is understood that several oom- 

Bnies have been detailed to guard the 
aok Rock yards, b^ause the Central 
intends to begin moving freight nght 
away. 

C. A. Beach, trainmaster of the New 
York Central at tiyracuse, waa yester- 
day sent for to take charge of the com- 
pany's East Buffalo yards. The train- 
master, Thomas Maloney, who has Wen 
acting as general yardmaster, was em- 
signed to the charge of the Ohio street 
ywrda, through wuoh the lake freight 
passes.

MISSIONARIES ENDANGERED.

Washisoton, Aug. 20.— The secre- 
tary of state had received a cablegram 
from the Unite<l States charge d'aifairs 
at ConHtan,tinople informing him that 
the house of Dr. Bart le(t. an American 
mi.'<sionary at Hourdor, i)rovin<-e <if 
Konia, Asia .Minor, hiis bt>en burned, 
and that the lives of the missionaries are 
in danger, llv lM•lie^eH that if prompt 
action is not taken the missionary cause 
and lives of tlie mis.si(in'kries wul ba in 
seriipus danger in other places. 

The building of Dr. Bartlett's resi- 
dence was originally stopped by the 
local authorities. (Jn application being 
made for jiemiission to complete the 
same, it was refused unless Dr. Bartlett 
would furnish a Innid or guarantee to 
neither hold religious worship nor in- 
struct children on the premises. The 
withholding of th( i)ennit was claimed 
to Iw! under orders from Constantinople. 
The legation applied to the sublime 
porte for such permission, claiming that 
treaty rights or Americans extende<l not 
only to the jmrchase of land, but to the 
enjoyment of the same. The pennit 
was finally granted by the sultan, and 
it api)ears tliat after the receipt of this 
permit by the local authorities the house 
was burned. 

Secretary Foster promptly cabled the 
charge to make urgent demand for ef- 
fective protection, indemnity, punish* 
ment of the guilty parties ana repri- 
mand of the authorities found remiss. 
The United States cruisers Newark and 
Bennington, now on their way to 
Genoa, will be ordered to the vicinity 
of the outrage to support this demand. 

Secretar>' of State Foster said that the 
complaints of infringements of treaty 
rights of American missionaries in 
Turkey had been accumulating since 
18h3. and in one notable instance, that 
of the outrage upon Rev. Mr. Knapp 
and Dr. Rej^olus by Moussa Bey in 
this same province of Asia Minor, it had 
taken several years to secure the pun- 
ishment of the offender, and the United 
.States was now determined to see if 
Amencan citizens had aur trea^ rights 
which the Turkish MUOfitiaB WWe 
bound to respect.

Nearly Kvery naitnatt IInii<e In the 
Origin of tlip Fire Unknown. 

Clevei.anp, Aug. 20.— Fire broke out 
At 2:45 o'clock Friday morning in Qe- 
iwra, forty-five mile* east of here, io the 
xe«r of Otdne'8 drag store on West 
Broadway, and quickly apread to adja- 
cent bnildinf^a on either side. The local 
fire enKiiii'. maimed by a viilinitt'<'r c-oin- 
pany. w;us rnii out and a Iractinus team 
attached to it. wliii h bfi'aiiic fri^fhtonod 
and ran iiway, disabling the engine and 
leaving the town to ths QDClMOked 
mercy of tlic fbiincs. 

Di-|>at( 111 ^, were sent to Cloveland. 
PaiiK.-iviUf and Ashtabula for ai<l. Jt 
•was daylight when thi- Clcvrland en 
gine arrived, anil by tliat time tlie <le- 
Btruction was wide.ijiread. Tlie en(;ine.s 
calle<l from Ashtabula and Painesville 
were at work, and the flames were pre- 
vented from spreading further. 

The three hotels and nearly every busi- 
ness place were coinpletelv destroyed be 
tween the Lake Shore railroad track and 
Main street. Altogether twenty-four 
buildings were burned, coniprising busi- 
ness hoQses mainly, partly occu]^ed as 
dwellings in th* npper ttonM, tad foar 
re^enoes. 

The total loss will be about f 200,000

Miller is a coal nier( iiant at (Chicago. 
Two years ago his wife left him, taking 
$5,000 of his money. She came to Cin- 
cinnati and Ijegan living at Meime's 
hotel. Alxmt two weeks iigo Miller 
came to the police lu'afi(iniirters with 
the btory tlmt tlie woman bad iH)isoned 
his two children hy a former wife. 
Miller himself was charged in Chicagc 
with murdering his fliM irtf*, tat Was 
dismissed. 

Officer llaule> w;i8 the only one to 
even jiartially witness the tragedy. Just 
as he burst in the door of the barroom 
Miller was shooting: "Yoa will take 
my wife from omTiHII jTMt IWM that, 
and that I" 

After his Jirrest the murderer said: 
"I walked in the bar nxjm and Menne 
asked how my wife was insolently. He 
then stepped around the comer of the 
bar and I pulled my gun and shot him." 

Immediately after the shooting the 
bleeding form of Menne was c-arried up- 
stairs by his children, who had hastened 
to the scene.
